THE FISH’S BALLOON. 


A RIystery T ha t S cien tists H a v e Not Yet 
B een A b le to Solve. 
Naturalists long ago studied the com­ 
position of the gas contained in the 
swimming bladder of fishes and discov­ 
ered that it consists of the principal 
constituents of the air—namely, oxygen, 
nitrogen and carbonic acid. 
But these 
constituents are not mingled in the fish's 
balloon in the same proportions as they 
are in the atmosphere, and besides their 
proportions do not remain always the 
name in tiie fish. Sometimes the bladder 
contains hardly any oxygen; at others 
oxygen constitutes nine-tenths of the 
whole contents. 
Tin* variation in tho quantity of oxy­ 
gen 
1- somewhat- mysterious, and nat­ 
uralists have offered several different 
suggestions as to the cause of it. 
Some 
think tin* fish may be able to control the 
quantity of oxygen in its bladder by its 
own will. Biot, a distinguished French 
naturalist, thought he had solved the 
problem by discovering that the propor­ 
tion of oxygen was larger in fish that 
lived at great depths and smaller 111 
those that lived near the surface of the 
sea. 
But quite recently now observations 
made from the Prince of Monaco’s yacht, 
Princess Alice, seem to prove that Biot 
was mistaken and that the deep dwell­ 
ing fish carry no more’oxygen in propor­ 
tion than do those living in shallow wa ­ 
ter. 
Some of the fish whose swimming 
bladders wen' examined by the natural 
ists on the Princess Alice came from 
¡1 
depth of no less than a mile. 
They were compared with fish which 
seldom descend below 200 feet in depth 
and with others which prefer a depth of 
about 500 or 000 feet, and all had near­ 
ly the same proportion of oxygen to aid 
them in swimming. 
The variations mentioned above seem 
therefore to depend upon some other 
cause than the depth of the fish’s dwell­ 
ing place. 
It is these unsettled questions that of­ 
fer to young naturalists some of their 
most brilliant opportunities for distinc­ 
tion. 
It is a great mistake to suppose 
that there dtx*s not remain a plenty of 
room for discovery in science.— Youth’s 
Companion.

It is ma de of the eggs of 
ma ckerel a nd codfish mixed with cla y, 
a nd is ra ther expensiv e, costing from 25 
shillings to 70 shillings a ba rrel. 
Within the curing fa ctories or ca n­ 
neries ev erything is bustle a nd confu­ 
sion, for there must not be a moment’s 
dela y in clea ning the fish. 
A ll night 
long the work is ca rried on by the light 
of bla zing oil wicks. 
The sa rdines a re 
sprea d out on benches or ta bles, where 
sa lt is dusted ov er them. 
Then the 
women go a long a nd snip off the hea ds 
with grea t scissors. 
The little fla t boxes so w ell known 
to commerce a re ta ken one by one a nd 
filled from the glistening pile of fish, 
a fter which pure oliv e oil from the 
prov ince of Ba ri, in Ita ly, is poured 
ov er them a nd the tops soldered on. 
In the mea ntime a grea t ca ldron of 
hot wa ter ha s been ra ised to the boiling 
point rea dy for the rea l opera tion of 
cooking the fish.
